Worship Team Updates 


The Worship Team wants to reach out to all of our Covenant Partners and apologize for the lack 
of a procedure to announce a service or event cancellation. For those who never received our 
emails, Facebook posting, or other means of contacting you, we apologize and want you to 
know we are meeting this week to create a protocol to be used by Session and Staff in the event 
that we have to cancel again. 

It is very difficult to make a cancellation call at 6:45AM as to whether we should meet or not 
when you have listened to the thunder and lightning all night and the weather channel is saying 
another band of rain is heading our way at approximately the time the set up crew is due to ar¬ 
rive. Another interesting factor that went into my acceptance of that decision happened 7years 
ago on August 17th when we held a Launching of the bridge. The field next to the bridge had a 
huge tent, blow ups, games, food prep areas, and a stage filled with our band, guest artists, gen¬ 
erators, huge speakers, and other high end electronics when a storm appeared so quickly that 
there was no way we could prevent everyone and everything from getting absolutely soaked 
even with the huge tent for cover. For those who experienced that day, I think you see why the 
chance of inclement weather makes all of us be overly cautious. 

As I said in the beginning, the Worship Team is meeting via Zoom to discuss future protocol and 
to set the date for our next attempt to gather for outside worship. And I also want you all to know 
that the Team has every procedure and protocol in place to reenter the Worship Center when 
the Governor moves us to our next phase, the Presbytery changes its recommendation regard¬ 
ing gathering indoors, and when the Session feels that it is safe to return. At this time, the ma¬ 
jority of the people who gather to lead our worship do not feel comfortable with having people in 
the worship center. During this unprecedented time, the worship team and Session welcome 
your prayers, patience and support as we attempt to balance our shared desire to return to wor¬ 
ship with our need to do so in safe and responsible ways.

Insurance Carrier Recommendations 

The NWS has predicted there may be as many as 8 to 10 named storms before the season is 
over. The odds of incurring storm damage are pretty good. Below are a few key suggestions 
to help during the claims process: 


• DO NOT make any permanent repairs until an approval is received from your insurance 
claims adjuster. 

• DO take the necessary precautions to prevent any further damage (example: placing tarp 
on roof to prevent further leaking). 

• Take an inventory of any damaged property or possessions. Do not dispose of any items 
without the prior approval of your insurance claims adjuster. (If you have coverage for 
food spoilage due to a loss of power, you may want to ask how to deal with that.) 

• For necessary crisis clean up, such as downed trees creating a hazard or blocking access 
to the property, take plenty of photos. 

• Keep a written record of everyone spoken to about the insurance claim, including the date 
of the conversation and a summary of what was said. 

• Keep All Receipts. 


Volunteers are vital to disaster assistance. However, spontaneous volunteers like those who respond¬ 
ed to Florence can make it difficult for relief agencies to get the right number of people in the right plac¬ 
es at the right times. They can also make parking and traffic management a challenge. Anyone who 
would like to be part of the next relief effort should sign up on the BFA volunteer hub at https:// 
brunswickfamily.volunteerhub.com 


BFA will now hold the commodities distributions monthly instead of quarterly. These will take place dur¬ 
ing the third week of each month and run for 4 days in Shallotte ONLY. To help, sign up on the hub. 


Brunswick Senior Resources may need help transporting food boxes to those in need. Anyone will¬ 
ing to drive for a couple of hours per week can call 910-754-2300 or email: isherman(d)bsrinc.org 


With COVID-19 restrictions, sheltering will be difficult during the next mandatory hurricane evacuation. 
Everyone is urged to plan ahead for this type of event. The county is building a registry of those who 
may need help with transportation to a shelter or attention to medical needs once there. The coordina¬ 
tor is Kelley Currie, 910-253-2580. There are already nearly 900 names in the registry.

Cookbook Update 

As the September 1 st deadline is getting closer for all recipe submissions, the committee wanted 
to reach out and encourage you to submit your recipes sooner, rather than later. There is a lot of 
work behind the scenes to get the recipes edited and ready for publication. By submitting earlier, 
you will help the committee to decide which categories of recipes we need to supplement and help 
us arrange each category for final publication and meet our deadline of October 10 th for submission 
to the publishers. We currently have been holding at 155 submitted recipes, with our intention of 
being at 300-350 recipes, total. 


Also, we will be including the notes you have submitted about your recipes. These notes in¬ 
clude historical or anecdotal information, nutritional information, information about the recipe con¬ 
tributors or anything that does not pertain to the preparation of the recipe. All Bridge Cookoff Reci¬ 
pes will be so noted, so if you participated in our Facebook cookoff earlier this year, please make 
sure we have the recipe you submitted. To add a note to your recipe, go down to the very bottom 
of the screen when adding a recipe and type your note in the separate box titled “Recipe Note”. 
Open the box by clicking on the box following “Add a note?”. Those recipes already submitted 
have been edited and we have placed your notes in the appropriate box.

• On left hand side of screen under circle with “Cookbook Publishers Since 1947” Scroll down to

• On next screen, click green edit button. 

• Click on recipe box icon. 

• You should now be in section for adding recipes. Click on orange box at top “Add a Recipe”. 
Don’t do anything with recipe status at this time. Leave it set to Data Entry. 

• Choose a category and a subcategory for your recipe from the drop- down box. 

• Type in recipe title, using capital letters for all important words. 

• Subtitle box: If you are submitting a Bridge Cookoff Recipe please state: Church Cookoff Reci¬ 
pe (or Winner) in this box. 

• Type in your name, double checking spelling! 

• You can open boxes on right for Common Abbreviations and Special Characters (i.e. degree 
symbol). Use abbreviations for consistency. 

• List ingredients, only 1 per line. Use the + box to add more boxes for more ingredients. 

• Type instructions in paragraph form. Type “Note:” at the end of paragraph if there is something 
special to say about this recipe or for clarification. We may or may not include the notes in the 
final cookbook, depending on cost or how many we get. 

• Preview recipe. If you find an error, please go back to where you typed in the ingredients/

Clerk’s Report: Information was presented with regard to a letter received from the Presbytery about nomina¬ 
tions and a waiver to roll over the process this year. Action : A motion was made by Bill Harwell with second by 
Charlie Riddle to continue to follow standard procedures for electing officers. (G-2.0401) Discussion ensued with 
regard to the process and congregational meeting requirements. Elizabeth Murray will assist with online dis¬ 
semination. Patti Pirher will continue as chair of a nominating team with responsibility to proceed with proposing 
a nominating team of one former elder, 3 at large members and Dr. Doug acting ex officio. 

Pastor’s Repor t: Dr. Doug will provide a report of the study group he has been conducting with regard to com¬ 
munication in the political climate at the next meeting. 

Action : Elders are to review entries for Operations Manual and submit to Wanda for update to the current man¬ 
ual. 

Action : Elders are to send minutes for team meetings to Wanda for inclusion on Realm 
Disaster Recovery : Ed Weihs: A bilingual Spanish speaking individual has joined the group(VOAD) so if help is 
needed with translation assistance she is available. Other services for assistance post disaster such as muck¬ 
ing are available. Ed Weihs is contact for the bridge and can advise. Tarps are available through the county as 
are masks if needed for specific meetings. 

Generosity: Bill Harwell: Update on financial position-YTD numbers are available in Currents; while still showing 
a deficit there is a positive trend vs. budget with funds received as part of the CARES program. Awaiting bank 
to advise us with regard to automatic forgiveness of funds received. Session extended appreciation for the 
team work during a difficult time. 

Hospitality: Fran Rumpf: A pet contest is planned for late September, possibly tied to a Blessing of the Animals 
outdoors. 

Cookbook team is looking for additional submissions; goal is availability for holiday giving. The bridge will sup¬ 
port an evening outdoors at PTGrille featuring bridge musician Dave Bohn and guest musician, former Music 
Director of the bridge, Wes Hunter August 14, 5:45PM 

Long term planninq/personnel: Charles Riddle: Welcome to Elise Seifert, technology director. Job descriptions 
are being reviewed for updated operations manual. Personnel team headed by Charlie and team members, Eliz¬ 
abeth Murray, Cathy Boettcher, Luana Queen and Dr. Doug. Staff evaluations will take place this fall 

Missions: Patti Pirher: Report on August sustainable mission partner-Brunswick County Schools. Most needed 
are head phones. 8/16 outdoor service will have a bin to receive. September partner is Matthew’s Ministry and 
collection of backpacks. Leland House plan for the bridge to recreate a worship service via in-house television; 
Patti will consult with Elise about ways for the bridge to live stream. 

Prayer and Care: Marilyn Vernon: Investigating ways to support church family partners after loss. Several ide¬ 
as were presented to Marilyn for a tangible token of love to be shared with recipient. 

Small Groups Mission: Julie Shackleton: Most small groups are not meeting during the summer. Working on 
update for fall along with virtual gatherings. 

Worship : Cathy Boettcher/Doug Cushing: Investigating introduction to congregation and session new staff 
member, Elise Seifert. A different location is being considered outdoors (providing shade) for the August 16 
church gathering, weather permitting. FB will be pre-recorded. Staff is meeting to prioritize duties of Technolo¬ 
gy Director. Final job descriptions will be crafted.
